A  rapid  rise  to  the  highest  rank  in  the  army  is  the  conse¬ 
quence  of  this  interview,  and  additional  honours  and  titles  are  heaped 
'nponllmn  when  he  repairs  to  court.  The  poor  Queen  very  naturally 
dos^s  her  heart  to  this  protegdf  but,  to  her  mortification,  finds  she  has 
Ja  rivadiin  the  niece  of  her  Prime  Minister,  whom  she  orders  from 
:oouit. '  •  Hjer  passion  being  however  discovered  by  this  veteran  coun- 
tsellor^  be* risks  the  loss  of  his  mistress’s  displeasure;  and  to  save  her 
;firaitn>what' be  considers  would  militate  against  her  honour  and  the 
^wellace  of  Sweden,  unites  the  favourite  to  his  love.  Christine  endures 
Abe  bitter  pang, of  revealing  her  affection  to  a  man  whose  faith  is  just 
'Plighted  to  another,  and  resolves  to  revenge  her  disappointment  upon 
4bom  all  ;  but,  softened  by  the  honest  integrity  of  her  Minister, 
'Testores  bikn  to  confidence,  and  dismisses  the  newly-married  pair  on  a 
mission  xo  Denmark. — This  simple  story  product  a  charming  and 
ipkthetic  drama,  gr^tly  aided,  it  is  true,  by  the  powerful  acting  of 
^  Farrev  and  Miss  E.  Trbe.  This  lady  indeed  surpassed  our  ideas 
jof.hcr  power :  we  always  looked  upon  her  as  rather  too  flippant  and 
restless  for  a  gentlewoman,  but  this  evening  she  assumed  a  grace  and 
dignity  hitherto  concealed.  *  Her  peUilanc'e  was  only  characteristic  of 
■,a  wilful  scion  of  royalty,'  unused  to  constraint  and  wholesome  truth ; 
her  sweetness  and  sensibility  were  those  of  a  refined  mind,  revelling 
in  the  luxury  of  heaping  favours  and  pleasures  upon  her  beloved. 
We  were  beguiled  of  what  very  nearly  amounted  to  a  tear  in  her 
behalf  at  the  last  scene,  where  she  struggles  between  the  contending 
emotions  of  the  Queen  and  the  woman  ;  and  experienced  something 
very  like  contempt  for  the  young  cavalier,  Who  could  prefer  his  unin¬ 
teresting  miss  to  his  generous  patroness.  Farren  looked  more  dig¬ 
nified  than  usual,  preserving,  however,  the  wily,  cold  caution  usual 
to* his  office;  and  Jones  fluttered  about  as  the  courtier  most  amus¬ 
ingly,  and  very  characteristic  of  the  ephemeral  tribe  who  buz  about  a 
court,  displaying  their  itate  liveries,  proud  of  their  insignificance  and 
servility,  and  ready  to  be  kicked  out  upon  every  caprice  of  their 
einployer. 

*  The  comedy  of  Love  makes  a  Man  has  been  revived  at  this  theatre. 
Messrs  Fa RREK  and  Jones  were  excellent  in  their  several  charac¬ 
ters  of  Doss  Lewis  and  Clodio ;  and  Cooper  looked  and  played  the 
young  student  admirably.  But  altogether,  though  this  comedy  boasts 
the  name  of  Cibber,  who  new-mc^elled  it  from  the  two  plays  of 
Fletcher,  The  Elder  Brother,  and  The  Caitfom  of  the  Country,  we 
think  it  hangs  rather  heavily.

made  husband : —

How  genuine  his  contending  emotions  in  that  cruel  scene  with 
logo  ;  when  to  the  devilish  question,  "  I.  fear,  my  lord,  yon  are 
moved,”  he  answers,  "  Not  a  jot — not  a  jot!”  And  hiu  tnily 
pathetic  his  interview,  towards  the  last,  whh  Desdemona ;  vhen  at 
the  close  of  that  sad  speech,  "  Had  it  pleased  heaven,”  &c.  he  ntten 
with  the  convulsive  agony  of  a  broken  love,  "Oh !  that  you  hadnerrr 
been  bom  I”  We  know  of  nothing  in  the  whole  range  of  ttieatticd 
personation  to  surpass  this  performance  of  Mr  Kean’s. 

We  attended  the  second ^  appearance'  of  Miss  Byfield  as  Blsstk 
Machay,  in  the  Carron  Side ;  and  happy  should  we  have  been  had 
she  choseu  almost  any  other  opera,  in  which  to  make  her  debut.  The 
piece  itself  is  a  dreary  business,'  and  the  pari'  of  Blanche  uniuited  to 
her.  Our  present  impression  of  her  powers,  and  this  fromafint 
hearing,  also  probably  under  disadvantageous  circumstance?  (for  she 
had  recently  recovered  from  indisposition)  is,  that  the  quality  of  her 
voice  is  clear  and  strong,  though  somewhat  metallic;  that  she  yis 
two  or  three  times  rather  too  sharp,  a  defect  rarely,  if  ever,  aria^ 
from  timidity ;  and  that  her  transitions  from  piano  to  forte,  and  uts 
versd,  were  loo  vehement  and  abrupt.  On  the  other  hand,  sb<^ 
pears  to  have  been  well  instructed ;  her  embellishments  were  gracaw 
and  judicious,  her  shake  correct,  and  her  tones,  when  put  forth  withoot 
effort,  pleasant.  We  hope  to  hear  her  shortly  in  another  character. 

We  have  little  to  say  of  Mr  Gray’s  Sir  Anihor^  AbsoluiCf  exce^ 
that  it  is  greatly  behind  Farren's  in  excellence,  and  "  ten 
leagues  awry”  from  Dowton’s.  It  was  no  more  than  * 
performance.  The  other  characters  in  the  play  were  admiiably 
and  upon  its  first  representation  brought  the  best  audience  of 
season.  -

This  very  amazing  and 
shining  light,  it  seems,  is  **  not  without  his  defects which  defects 
consist  oa/y  in  reminiscences  of  his  own  works  and  those  of  other 
composers!!  also  in  negligences  of  style,  which  but  prove  the' slight 
importance  he  attaches  to  them."  Now  this  appears  to  us  a  tolerable 
allowance  to  be  made  for  the  roost  extraordinary  reputation  that 
was  ever  attained  in  musical  science."  When  we  hear  it  insisted  on 
that  a  man  of  decidedly  clever  talent  is  moreover  a  rare  and  original 
genius,  and  when  at  the  same  time  we  And  so  much  love  of  candour 
betrayed  as  to  acknowledge  the  defects  we  have  named  above,  it  puts 
oo€  immediately  upon  drawing  a  parallel  between  a  remarkable 
facility  of  adaptation  and  a  really  imaginative  and  original  mind. 
For  instance,  we  think  Suakspeabe  to  have  been  the  greatest  poetical

Finden,  representing  the  enamoured  and  lovely  Psyche  stealing  to 
Cupid’s  bower,  and  catching  a  glance  of  the  youthful  God  as  he  lies  sleep¬ 
ing  tranquilly  in  a  most  graceful  and  natural  attitude.— Cample//  Castle, 
by  Arnold,  is  a  romantic  scene  in  Scotland,  exquisitely  engrav^  by  E. 
Goodall. — The  Parting,  well  engraved  by  Romney  after  Haydou,  b  highly 
expressive  of  the  reluctant  separation  of  two  lovers,  rendered  necessary  by  the 
^proaching  daylight,  which  we  scarcely  ever  saw  so  naturally  p.iinte(l. 
From  whence  the  artist  obtains  the  strong  light  he  has  thrown  upon  hb 
figures,  we  cannot  however  discern.— La  Fhnctle  de  Mdhjues,  engraved  by 
Humphries  from  a'design  by  A.  E.  Chalon,  does  honour  to  l>uth  artists.  It 
represents  a  lovely  female  reclining  on  her  bed,  to  whom  her  sister  is  dis¬ 
coursing  on  the  subject  of  her  just  discovered  attachment.  ‘The  speaking 
action  of  tlie  one,  and  the  grace  and  beauty  of  the  other,  cannot  easily  be 
surpassed ;  and  the  flesh  and  white  drapery  of  the  principal  figure  are 
admirably  engraven.* — Hours  of  Innocence,  engraved  by  J.  A.  Wright  from 
a  painting  by  Edwin  Landseer,  representing  a  fine  dog  just  emerged  from 
the  water  with  a  child’s  boat  in  his  mouth,  with  which  he  stands  before  the 
juvenile  owner.

The  criminal  therefore  haqescaped, 
and  as  this  scene  occurred  nearly  a  fortnight  ago,  is  probably  by,tuis  time 
far  on  bis  way  to  America.  The  house  which  has  praotiaea  this  extraor* 
dinary  forbearance,  is  a  loser  by  his  forgeries,  of  more  than  5,000/.  the 
only  other  bill  out,  and  which  oould  be  brought  forward  as  proof  of 
forgery,  is  about  9001.  and  is  in  the  hands  of  a  banker  near  the  Royal 
Exchange.**— The  extent  to  which  forgeries  have  recently  been  carried  io 
the  city  io  past  all  belief  t  for  owing  to  the  abhorrence  felt  to  the  punish¬ 
ment  inflicted  for  the  crime,  the  parties  in  a  great  majority  of  cases  are 
suffered  to  escape,  in  the  course  of  our  enquiries  after  the  particulars  of 
the  forgery  detailed  above,  we  met  with  several  well  authenticated  in¬ 
stances.  One  banker,  only  in  the  present  week,  suffered  a  bill  to  be 


■If naans  of  extreme  offeooee^— the  .  committera  of  ruffian  violence 
the  person,  and  the  iohuman  sheddcrs  of  blood.  Mr  Justice

^IsQ  fel low-creature  tbat  last  stay  of  Uie  wretched,  the  faint  hope  of  an 
aaeapefooma  public  and  igoomiaious  dqath  ?— Ho  wean  Mr  Justice  Park  be 
10  very  certain  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Jury  will  be  of  no  avail  ? 
IVs  time  will  come  in  Cugland,  as  it  has  already  come  in  many  civi¬ 
lized  countries,  when  some  other  punishment  thin  that  of  death  will  be 
found  for  the  crime  of  forgei^.  It  is  quite  clear  that  this  infliction  does 
not  prevent  the  commission  of  the  offence,  and  it  is  to  be  doubted  whether 
it  deters  more  than  would  one  in  the  next  degree  of  severity.  That 
many  offenders  escape  from  punishment  altogether,  because  of  its  terrible 
coeset^uences,  is  quite  notorious ;  for  some  persons  would  no  more  think 
of  having  n  man  put  to  death  for  defrauding  them  of  money,  than  they 
would  think  of  filling  the  office  of  executioner  in  order  to  obtain  it.  In 
^et,  this  extreme  ioflicUoo  shocks  the  general  feeling.  You  cannot  per- 
Msds  any  ene  tbat  a  murderer  and  a  forger  equally  merit  death. 
Tba  crime  of  SKow  Abbott,  deliberate  and  shocking  as  it  was,  is  not  per- 
bapi  one  of  the  very  worst  of  its.  kind  ;  but  who  for  one  instant  will  put 
that  of  Joseph  Hunton  on  n  level  with  it  ?  Yet  the  law  apportions  a  like 
puoisbment  to  each.  There  is  a  man  now  in  London  who  is  received  in 
wbatis  oalled  the  higher  circles.  He  assists  at  the  concerts  of  the  great, 
ioitrtiots  their  wives  and  daughters,  ia  largely  patronised  at  his  benefits^ 
perhaps  he  oooasiooelly  contributes  to  the  amusement  of  Mr  Justioe  Park 
himssif,  and  may  add  to  the  evening  enjoyments  of  some  of  those  high 
Officers  of  Scale  who  will  finally  decide  upon  the  fate  of  Joseph  Hunton. 


Weil,  this  man  has  notoriously  oommitted  the  ideoticnl  offence  of  which 
Huoton  has  been  found  guilty.  And  what  does  this  prove  1  Not,  cer¬ 
tainly,  that  his  reception  in  society  is  either  proper  or  decorous  $  but  it 
Xbews  that  the  crime  is  not  one  of  that  outrageous  description  which 

flsoestbe  perpetrator  on  a  level  with  various  other  criminals,  and  marks 
im  out  as  a  wretch  fit  only  for  thp  guillotine  or  the  gallows. 

If  then,  as  is  very  likely,  a  change  in  the  law  will  be  operated  in 
regard  to  forgery,  as  it  is  evident  one  has  already  taken  place  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  aentimeut  concerning  it,  why  may  it  not  begin  at  once,  taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Jury  who  tried  this  unfortunate  man 
Huoton  ?  Public  opinion  is  ripe  for  it— humanity  calls  for  it — policy 
even  demands  it.’  Why,  then,  should  Mr  Justice  Park  thus  volunteer  to 
put  down  all  hope  of  a  compliance  with  this  merciful  recommendation  ? 
Not,  we  verily  believe,  tbat  he  is  wanting  in  common  sensibility,  but  sim¬ 
ply  because  he  is  incontinent  of  speech— because  he  must  on  all  such 
KcsMoas  talk^— talk— talk-^n  season  or  out  of  season,  little  to.  the  pnr- 
poae,  or  altogether  fri>m  the  purpose. 


^foefuciv  to  learn  why  he  had  broken  off  the  oonnexion  with  bii

The  fltory  we  are  going  to  relate  is  a  melancholy  one,  bat  it  ia  tme — it 
is  no  romance.  The  chief  actor  in  it  still  lives  to  disgrace  the  sacred 
profession  to  which  he  belongs,  end  raves  with  a  fury  p^fcctly  devilish.

So  many  erroneous  reports  have  re'cently  been  circulated  relating  to 
the  healUi  of  his  Majesty,  that  we  avail  ourselves  of  the  aid  of  a  Corre- 
fc|iondent,  whom  we  know  to  have  undoubted  access  to  authentic  sources 
of  informatian,  to  state  the  following  particulars: — The  present  illness 
commenced  by  a  most  acute  and  excruciating  attack  of  gout  in  the  arm, 
wliich  waa  succeeded  by  a  sliglit  inflammation  on  the  chest,  attended 
with  difliculty  of  respiration.  During  the  last  six  or  seven  weeks  his 
M^siesty  has  been  cupped  nearly  a  dozen  times.  The  inflammation  is 
understood  to  have  subaided  by  this  operation,  but  a  considerable  weak¬ 
ness  and  lassitude  have  possessed  the  whole  system,  in  consequence  of  the 
lops  of  so  much  blood.  His  Majesty  for  a  length  of  time  has  only  been 
able  to  move  with  extreme  difficulty,  assisted  by  two  of  his  pages,  owing 
to  the  weakness  in  his  legs  and  thighs,  which  are  unable  to  support  h» 
heavy  body.  ‘The  King  rises  early,  and  is  very  attentive  to  the  official 
business  brought  down  by  the  various  meuengers :  still  much  of  it  is  in 
orrear ;  we  believe  not  oue  single  militafy  commission  has  been  issued  to 
the  oflicers  of  the  army  for  nearly  two  years.— ifomfng  ChrauieU, — [We 
have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Correspondent  of  the  Chronicle  is  quite 
iqIsfttVen  as  to  the  seat  of  the  King*8  illness. — Globe  of  Monday,"] 

Tt  was  truly  observed  by  our  Eton  Correspondent,  that  there  are  few 
matters  relating  to  the  Court  more  studiously  kept  from  the  knowledge  of 
the  public,  than  ilie  occasional  indisposition  of  Royal  personages.  When

and  tint,  in  fact,  she  actually  underwent  several  severe  surgical  opera- 
tfons  during  the  short  time  she  remained  hero.  In  her  instance,  there¬

FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 

.  RUSSUN  BULLETIN. 

(From  the  Berlin  State  Gazette,) 

From  bevorb  Varna,  Oct.  11. — Success  has  crowned  theeffortsof 
the  Russian  arms  under  the  walls  of  Varna.  This  morning  that  importsnt 
fortress  surrendered  at  discretion,  and  our  army  is  now  entering  the  pisce. 
This  happened  in  consequence  of  an  universal  panic,  caused  by  the 
ardour  of  a  small  party  of  our  troops,  which  in  the  night  of  the  7tii 
October  rushed  into  the  midst  of  the  city  ;  the  fright  was  so  great  tbu 
they  began  to  treat  on  the  same  evening.  In  consequence  of  the  tresty, 
Youssouff  Pscha  was  the  first  to  order  his  army  to  lay  down  their  sros 
without  capitulation,  surrendering  himself  and  army  info  our  haadi. 
His  example  was  followed  by  the  rest  of  the  garrison  that  night  and  the 
following  morning  ;  only  the  Captain  Pacha,  with  a  small  number  of  his 
people,  fled  into  the  citadel,  where  he  was  made  prisoner  by  our  troops, 
who  pushed  forward  through  the  breaches  into  the  city  with  drums  best¬ 
ing  and  colours  flying,  without  opposition.  First  came  the  ISih  and  14th 
Regiments  of  Foot  Yagers,  then  followed  a  battalion  of  the  Guards, 
Sappers,  and  afterwards  the  regiment  of  Imperial  Guards. 

His  Majesty  the  Emperor  visited  the  operations  for  the  siege,  sod 
convinced  himself  of  the  great ’difficulties  he  had  to  contend  with  from 
the  beginning,  and  particularly  on  the  last  days,  when  the  operations 
were  carried  on  with  unexampled  ardour.  After  hit  Majesty  had  visited 
the  undermining,  he  entered  the  breaches,  and  visited  all  parts  of  the 
city  which  bad  b^n  attacked.  According  to  ilie  reports  of  the  priwoer?, 
the  garrison  of  Varna,  with  the  armed  inhabitants,  amounted  to  22,000 
men  in  the  beginning  t  to-day  we  only  find  6,O0O  men  there.  Weknov 
nothing  certain  yet  as  to  the  number  of  prisoners,  or  of  the  trophies 
taken,  or  the  munitions  which  have  fallen  into  our  bands.

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LONDON,  Nov.  3,  1838. 

A  Russian  Bullet iOf  which  we  give,  details  die  fall  of  Varna,  Although 
long  expected,  the  news  has  created  no  small  sensation,  as,  doubtless, 
it  is  an  event  that  will  give  a  considerable  impetus  to'  future  llussian  . 
movements ;  and  should  no  winter  cessation  of  activity  take  place^  it 
may  rapidly  tend  to  bring  these  hostilities  to  an  issue  that  will  try  the 
political  pulse  of  all  the  Cabinets  in  Europe.  Nothing  can  hare  been  J 
more  honourable  to  Turkish  firmness  and  valour  than  the  defonce  of/ 
this  place,  which  has  held  out  until  farther  resistance  would  have  i 
exhibited  nothing  beyond  half-reasoning  bairbarity.  Pr^iouily  to  the  j 
surrender,  as  stated  in  the  Bulletin,  it  appears  that  the  priori  pal  . 

mander,  Jussuf  Pacha,  waited  on  Admiral  Gbeig  with « a  vstvlo 
gain  time,  satisfied,  by  the  daring  although  imprudent  maimer  iw’

.  The  detail  of  operations  b^ore  Shoumla  are  unimportant,  being  con¬ 
fined  to  a  brief  account  of  tm  defeat  of  an  attack  of  Turkish  cavalry, . 
and  of  an  attempt  to  cut  oflf  a  brigade  of  llulaos,  advancing  towards ' 
Shoumla  on  their  way  from  Silistria,  The  defeat  of  the  forces  under  the 
Seraskier  of  Widdin,  in  little  Wallachia,  is  already  known.  As  detailed, 
in  one  of  these  bulletins,  it  seems  to  have  exhibited  great  ability  on  . 
the  part  of  the  Russian  Major-General  Geismar,  who  has  been,  in 
consequence,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-General.  On  the 
wliole,  setting  aside  the  allowance  to  be  made  for  the  Russians*  account 
of  their  own  successes,  the  last  batch  of  infomution  is  certainly  much 
ia  their  favour.

like  to  expOM  her.  In  consequence  of  this  ber  husband  had  giren  Abbott 
notice  to  quit  ber  bouse.  It  was  after  this  that  the  great  change  took 
place  in  the  conduct  of  Abbott. 

A  number  of  witnesses  stated  that  they  considered  the  prisoner  a  rery 
bnnane  man,  and  that  within  the  last  few  months  they  had  observed  a 
great  change  in  his  conduct. 

Soon  after  the  Learned  Judge  commenced  summing  up,  Abbott  fainted, 
tad  was  carried  out  of  Court. 

The  Jury,  after  a  few  minutes*  deliberation,  returned  a  verdict  of 
Gsf7(y,  but  recommended  him  to  mercy,  in  consequence  of  his  labouring 
aoder  the  impression  of  his  wife’s  infidelity,  although  the  Jury  had  no 
eridetce  of  her  inconstancy. 

Mrs  Abbott  came  forward,  and  with  great  earnestness  recommended  her

The  Rbcoedbr  said  that  he  would  take  care  that  her  recommendation 
Aoukl  go  up  to  the  proper  quarter,  and  would  meet  with  every  attention. 

TaiAL  OP  MesCookk. — Sophia  Cooke,  alias  Sutton,  and  fVm,  Barratt, 
•Kai  Crodfree,  were  indicted  for  stealing  a  piano-forte,  which  they  had 
hired  from  Mr  Rathmacher.^The  evidence  proved  that  Barratt  had  hired 
the  iMtrument  in  (juestion  for  his  friend  Mrs  Sutton  (so  she  was  then 
eailed)  ’who  lived  in  the  South  Parade,  Chelsea.  The  piano-forte  was 
sent  to  ber.  On  going  for  the  monthly  hire,  the  owner  discovered  that  the 
lady  and  piano-forte  were  gone,  and  that  Capt.  Petti nghali,  who  had  been 
swindled  out  of  his  rent  by  means  of  false  references,  &c.  re-occupied  the 
house.  The  instrument  was  traced  to  a  pawnbroker’s  in  Houndsditch, 
where  it  had  been  pledged  for  l&f.  by  Barratt. — Both  Prisoners  denied 
they  had  obtained  the  instrument  with  an  intention  to  steal  it.—- The  Jury 
retomed  a  verdict  of  Ouilt^,  and  they  were  immediately  sentenced  to 
trunsportation  for  eeven  ^eart. 

TaiAL'OP.'JosBPH  Hunton.— On  Tuesday,  Joseph  Hunton,  draper, 
aged  58,  was  placed  at  the  bar  on  the  charge  of  forgery,  with  intent  to 
dafraud  Sir  Wm.  Curtis  and  Co.— Mr  Hunion  was  habited  as  a  Quaker, 
and  pleaded  Not  Guilty**  .in  a  firm  voice.  He  presented  a  paper  to 
Mr  Justice  Park,  in  which  he  begged  that  the  trial  might  be  postponed,  on 
the  ground  thgt  certain  of  his  books,  necessary  for  his  defence,  were  in  the 
posseMion  of  his  assignees. — After .  consulting  with  the  other  Jud^s, 
Mr  Justice  pAuksa^,  they  coukl  not  grant  the  request,  as  no  sufficient 
reason  had  been  given  for  tbe  postponement. 

Eome  delay  was  caused  by  the  challenging  20  of  the  Jurors  on  the  panel, 
BO  that  a  sufficient  number  were  not  present  to  form  a  Jury  in  this  case. 
The  trial  stood  over  till  12  o’clock,  and  in  the  mean  time  the  Court  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  tbe  trial  of  a  genteel-looking  young  man,  named  fVtn.  fVillis, 
charged  with  having  uttered  a  forged  check  for  G4/.  10«.  with  intent  to 
defraud  Mr  Street,  the  publisher  of  the  Times  newspaper.— The  Prisoner 
said  he  had  found  the  check,  and  being  greatly  embarrassed,  he  had  used 
it— The  Jury  brought  in  a  verdict  of  Guilt 
Joseph  Hunion,  a  little  before  12  o’clock,  was  again  placed  at  the  bar, 
wbeo  MrBaonaaiCK  stated  tbe  well-known  facts  of  the  case,  and  after¬ 
wards  called  Messrs  Curtis,  Robarts,  and  several  other  witnesses,  wlio 
proved  that  the  bill  discounted  for  the  prisoner  at  the  bouse  of  Sir  Wm. 
Curtis  and  Co.  drawn  upon  Henry  Mountain,  of  Bury,  was  not  of  his 
acceptance,  and  that  there  was  no  other  person  of  that  name  in  Bury. — 
Ob  being  called  upon  for  his  defence,  the  Prisoner  read  a  paper,  stating 
that  he  was  wholly  upprepared  to  make  his  defence,  for  which,  without  his 
books,  he  had  not  tbe  proper  means ;  he  therefore  should  neither  do  himself 
•or  his  Counsel  the  iqjustioe  of  entering  upon  one,  which  would  be  illusory. 
He  should  leave  his  prosecutors,  who  had  been  so  impetuous  in  their 
proeaediags  against  him,  to  have  their  own  way,  and  should  neither  cross- 
•ismine  the  witnesses  aor  attempt  in  any  way  to  obstruct  the  course 
•dopced.— Mr  Justice  Pama  here  asked  if  there  were  any  witnesses  to 
character  ?— ilfr  HusUon :  **  Oh  no :  1  have  not  taken  any  means  whatever 
for  my  defence.’* 

*  Mr  JasCieo  Paax  then  addressed  tbe  Jury,  reci^tulated  the  evidence,

Tbe  letter  was  sent  (the  Magistrate  said  be 
believed)  by  Lord  Kenyon.  It  was  signed  **  A  Friend  to  the  Protestant 
Cause.” 

Mr  Woods,  the  Clerk,  suggested,  that  perhaps  tlus  money  was  intended 
for  |K>or  Sparrow,  the  individual  who  had  been  robbed  of  his  30/. 

Sir  R.  Birnib  again  referred  to  the  letter,  and  repeated  the  name  of 
Earle,  for  whose  use  the  money  was  directed  to  to  be  ^qiplledf  in  conside¬ 
ration  of  the  expense  he  had  been  at  in  printing  the  Protesiaot  petitions.

At  her  former oxaminatiOt  Ht 
July  last,  both  she  and  the  Overseer,  Mr  Coulthart,  iben  staCed  to  ikm 
Magistrates  that  the  means  practised  ^  the  Defendant  lo  luH 
henstons  of  his  victim,  to  disaim  tke'delfcaoy  natural  to  Mhf '‘sea, 
throw  down  every  barrier  of  decency,  were  the  'most  abossmaMo*  etuk

'The  additional  grains 
were  put  into  the  scale,  and  atlhat  moment  the  fellow  took  something  from 
under  his  waistcoat,  a^' discharged  a  quantity  of  aquafortis  upon  the  face 
of  the  shopman. .  The  agony  product  was  dreadful,  and  the  shopman 
•creamed  aloud,  at  the  same  time  instinctively  making  an  effort  to  seize 
|be  ruffian  I  but  he  eluded  his  grasp,  and  snatching  up  the  canister 
containing  the  gold  made  oflT  with  it.  A  man  in  the  back  shop  ran  into  the 
•tipql  in  pursuit  oi  the  thief,  but  he  disappeared  as  though  by  magic.  The 
•bgpmku  was  4b  a  dreadful  state  of  sufieriog.  The  skin,  wherever  the 
liquid  had  falleo,  was  completely  burned  through,  the  hair  removed,  and 
pop  ,eiyq  was  materially  injured.  .The  canister  takeu  away  contained 
about  4^  PUBcea  of  fine  golj,  which  at  the  present  price  of  that  article  may 
be  valued  at  about  GSOl,  From  the  description  of  the  fellow,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  he  is  the  mail  who  committed  a  aimilar  outrage  some  months  ago 
a|  a  shap  in  the  Btrajnd. 

I  Ta|.b  of  MisaaY.r-N/4ne  Prior,  a  fine.looking  girl  of  sixteen  or  seven¬ 
teen,  was  on  W ednesday  taken  ta  the  Queen  square  Police  Office,  having 
been  found  lying  at  a  door  in  Parliament  street,  apparently  in  almost  a 
dying  state.  She  said  she  was  the  only  daughter  of  Mr  James  Prior,  some 
yearn  ago  an  eminent  wiae-imerchant  at  Bath.  She  had'  been  educated  at 
the  Albany  Academy ;  but  on  the  failure  and  consequent  death  of  her 
lather,  she  lived  with  her  mother  in  aa  obscure  lodging  at  Bath,  where 
her  mother  shortly  died,  unable  to  bear  the  sudden  reverse  of  fortune. 
The  propgriy  Jeft  was  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  funeral  expenses,  and 
as  ii^r her  mother's  relations  lived  in  Wales,  she  came  to  London  in  the 
hope  of  obtaining  employmcBl.
